Now that the March 15 dead-
line for filing income tax re-
turns is but 10 days off, many
Torrance residents are beginning
—1f they have not already done
so—to ponder the efféct of the
Nov. 14 earthquake on their
taxes, Some deductions will be
allowed. for damageé caused by
that temblor and The Herald,
consulting with the office of
Collector of Internal Revenue,
Income Tax department, learned
this week that these would be
approved:

(1) Where there was damage
to a building, such'as a house
or' business structure, property
owners may deduct as “loss” the
cost of repairing such structures
and they need,not include any
depreciation. However, any:im-
provement to the original struc-
ture cannot be'included in de-
ductions.
